SCORES KILLED; 
MANY BURNEDIN 
EXPLOSIONS 


Unknown Number of Victims 
Is Claimed a Series 
of Disasters Near 
Pittsburg. 


FLAME FILLS A VALLEY. 


Spectators at One Fire Covered 
with Flaming Naphtha 
Blazing River Adds 
to Destruetion. 


Pitteburg, Pa., May 12.—[Special ]—A series 
of explosions of oll in railroad yards near 
this city today caused heavy loss of life— 
estimated all the way from forty to 150— 
injured more than 200 persons, of whom 78 
per cent cannot live, and caused enormous 
loss of property. 

The Sheraden yards of the Panhandle rail- 
way, where the first and most serious ex- 
plosion happened, is a caldron of flames to- 
night. The yards are in a hollow, almost 
surrounded by two steep hills and the flames | 
are leaping high in the air. 


Bodies of Victims Consumed. 

In the caldron of fire are the bodies of 
numerous victims—how many no one now 
knows or perhaps ever will know, as the 
fierce heat undoubtedly will destroy every 
vestige of the remains. 

Down the Chartiers Valley is flowing a 
stream of burning oil, destroying all in its 
path. As far as two miles from the scene 
of the original explosion this fiery snake 
took human life. 


Blazing Oil Fills Sewers. 

The blazing oll entered, the sewer system, 
carrying the flame to many parts of the 
district, and numerous fires were set at 
points remote from the point where the big 
disaster happened. 

A slight leak in a car of naphtha was 
responsible for all this death and destruc- 
tion. Switehmen in the Sheraden yards, 
five miles.

‘Naphtha Upon Light. 

As the cars were kicked along the track 
the oil cars came together with a crash, 
smashing the couplings and breaking a 
switch light. Naphtha from the little leak 
fidwed down on the light. It ignited and 
made a trail to the tank. 

Before the train men knew what had hap- 
pened there was an explosion and & sheet 
of flame shot high’ into the air with burn- 
ing off hurled in all directions. This was 
about 4:45 o’clock this afternoon. 

An alarm of fire was sent to Sheraden- 
ville and McKee’s Rocks and the local de- 
partments responded. No water could be 
had and the heat was so intense no one 
could get near enough to couple an engine 
to the other cars and haul them away. 

At 5:15 o’clock the second car of refined 
oll exploded. | 

By this time fully a thousand persons had 
gathered on the hilisides. No one thought 
of any danger. The heat from the burning 
cars generated gas in the naphtha tank 
near by. It had a gas dome. 


Scatters Fire Among Spectators. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock the naphtha tank 


fell on the hillside amidst the jam ef. spec- 
tators. The tank split in twain and the 
naphtha like fiery serpents shot into all 
directions, spraying the thousands of per- 
sons, among whom were laborers, women, 
children, and railroaders. 

Many blinded and maddened by the pain 
fell into the caldron of flame. 

Immediately there was a rush for safety. 
The scene was indescribable. Hundreds 
who were sprayed by burning oll tore their 
clothes from their bodies. Women were 
soon denuded. Children screamed, men ran 
hither and thither like. wild men. People 
set fire to each other. Some crawled into the 
dirt, others ran and fanned the flames with 
the wind. Dozens of naked men beat their 
bodies among the bushes seeking to relieve 
the pain, others sank exhausted never to 
rise again. 

Separated by River of Flame. 

The heat from the burning fluid, which 
had spread over the valiey, separated the 
parties occupying each hillside. A similar 
scene was being enacted on both hillsides, 
while down in the valley none came out alive. 

The burning oil trickled into a small ditch 
known as Cork’s Run. It floated past the 
village of Esplen and into the Ohio River. 

At the edge of Esplen and the Pittsburg 
city limits was a group of houses along the 
hillside and on the level. 


Gas Main Is Exploded. 

A natural gas main occupies a ditch, 
There was a leak in the pipe, and as the 
burning oil reached it the main expioded, 
wrec ll the houses in the group. 

— — Hotel and the Collins House, 
on River road, were demolished. In a frame 
building near by were congregated 200 or 
more sports from Pittsburg and vicinity, 
betting on the races and baseball. Few of 
the occupants of this building escaped in- 
jury, many being badly hurt. Mrs. Sey- 
mour and her daughter of the Sheraden 
Hotel were seriously, and, it is feared, fatal- 
ly injured, 

Relief Work Begins Promptly. 

Thus at two distinct places, more than two 
miles apart, fives were lost and help was 
needed. By this time the railroad officials 
had organized relief crews among the Pitts- 
burg yardmen. Every physician in the city 
was telephoned to lend his aid. Special 
trains were made up to take the doctors 
down in groups. Ambulances were put 
aboard flat cars and rushed down. Every 
hospital was ordered to get ready for an 
overflow, and rescue work on a large scale 
was under way by 6:30 o’clock. 

As no water could be had at either fire, and 
it was useless to pour water on the burning 
oil, the firemen devoted themselves to aiding 
the injured. The flames warped the tracks 
out of shape, shut off all traffic on the Pan- 
Handle road, and tonight flames and smoke 
still are ascending from the spot where lie 
the charred remains of probably scores of 
bodies. 

Estimate of Dead Impossible. 

The intense excitement and confusion in- 
cident to the explosions make it impossible 
to get anything like 4 reliable estimate of 
the dead and injured, but from some of 
those who escaped it is learned that hun- 
dreds were lying around on the ground in 
ali conditions of injury and death.

Premier Sagasta, in an eloquent address 


self and his colleagues, recalled the day 
when the Queen Regent, fresh from the 
grief of her widowhood, honored him with 
her confidence, although she scarcely knew 
him. He compared that day to this, when 
the young King, with his devoted mother 
at his side, was about to enter upon an 
exercise of his constitutional prerogative. 

„ was Prime Minister then, and I om 
Prime Minister now,” said Sefior Sagasta. 
„ During the almost seventeen intervening 
years the noble Queen Regent has been a 
slave to duty. She has sacrificed her youth 
to the. jealous guardianship of her chil- 
dren. She has suffered much, but her Maj- 
esty finds compensation today in the happi- 
ness of the King.” 

Tells King of Spain’s Progress. 

Turning to the King, Sefior Sagasta com- 
pared the difficulties which confronted him 
today with the situation at the death of the 
late King, his father, saying: The present 
difficulties are not insurmountable. Spain 
has not progressed as much as might be de- 
sired; still, she has made substantial prog- 
ress. Peace and tranquillity have been se- 
cured, the era of military pronunciamentos 
is past, and the attention of the people is 
‘centered in education and labor.“ 

Premier Sagasta said also that he hoped 
the new reign would be marked by greater 
achievements and greater blessings to the 
nation than the pteceding reign had been. 

The Queen Regent listened to Senor Sa- 
gasta with increasing emotion, Finally, with 
tears running down her cheeks, she re- 
sponded and thanked him. Her Majesty said 
that however short of her own ideal she 
might have fallen, sho always had the wel- 
fare of the country sincerely at heart and 
had done what she could to repay the lov- 
ing kindness always shown her. She said she 
hoped the councilors would help her son 
as they had helped her, because, although 
the King might possess natural gifts, he was 
still young and needed the help of good ad- 
vice. 
Queen Would Modify Ceremony. 

Then, after signing the decree fixing the 
ceremonial of taking the oath for May 17, 
the Queen Regent announced her desire to 
modify this ceremonial. Her Majesty said 
that on May 17 her governmental! functions 
would cease and she would become simply 
the Queen Dowager, zealous for the wel- 
fare of her children, but standing absolutely 
aside from public affairs. Therefore, her 
Majesty expleined, she desired to g0 
to the Chamber accompanied solely by her 
daughters, as the widow of the late monarch, 
wtihout any ostentation, and receiving only 
the honors due her personal rank. 

Premier Sagasta respectfully replied that 
the Ministers were unable to accede to her 
Majesty’s desire in this matter, because until 
the King took the oath she was still the 
Regent and ought to accompany her son 
until the last solemn moment, 

The Queen Regent yielded to Premier Sa- 
gasta’s representations and agreed to ac- 
company the King to the steps of the throne.

The bank will be the most pretentious new 
one since the organization of local banks 
began a short time ago. No Chicago bank 
previous to this one has started with so large 
a capital. Only one now exceeds it and one 
equals it. The First Nationa! has $5,000,000 
and the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank 
$4,000,000,

The President of the bank will be Mr. 
Dawes, former Controller of the Cur- 
rency. His associates have for some time 
sought to interest him in the enterprise, but 
not until his retirement from the Senatorial 
race after the Springfield convention did he 
decide to become the head of the institution, 
At the same time he received a renewal of 
an offer made some months ago to become 
the President of a $6,000,000 institution in 
New York. Mr. Dawes believes the local 
field offers better opportunities, 


Trust Business on Eastern Lines. 

The new bank proposes to do a general 
banking; trust, and savings business. The 
trust eompany feature Will be on the scale 
of such business as it is conducted in New 
York. Apparently the bank is to operate 
along lines followed by the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank. 

New York financial interests have already 
asked for a large amount of the stock of the 
company. They will be given a considerable 
interest. Of the $4,000,000 of capital $1,000,- 
000 may be subscribed for by local people 
other than those already interested. 

The stock will be offered to subscribers at 
$125. This will pay in the capital in full and 
provide the $1,000,000 surplus. The bank ex- 
pects to begin business about July 1. 

When Mr. Dawes was seen at his office in 
the Chicago Opera-House Block he confirmed 
the statement that he and his friends would 
organize the bank. 


Third Large New Bank. 

The Central Trust company of Illinois 
will be the third large bank organized in 
Chicago in the last three months. There 
have been a number of small trust and sav- 


Federal Trust and Savings Bank, with a 
capital of $2,000,000, and the second by I. N. 
Perry. The latter is to be a national insti- 
tution, the National Bank of North America, 
with a capital of $2,000,000. Another bank 
organized is the Chicago Savings Bank, with 
George H. Webster as President, and doing 
business at Washington and State streets, 

Like the promoters of the other institu- 
tions organized, Mr. Dawes and his friends 
think the recent consolidation of Chicago 
banks has left room for a large trust com- 
pany, such as they are organizing. 


Commercial-Continental Deal Off. 

The tentative deal by which it was proposed 
to combine the Commercial and Continental 
National Banks is off. Vice President George 
M. Reynolds of the Continental National has 
issued to stockholders and customers the 
following circular: 

“In view of the frequent rumors of bank 
mergers, directly involving this bank, we feel 
our customers and friends should know that 
there is no plan under consideration looking 
toward the consolidation of this bank with 
any other. & 

We believe the interests of our customers 
can best be advanced by continuing as here- 
tofore as an independent institution, adding 
to its volume of business through the instru- 
mentality of active competition and faithful 
service. We will continue to adhere to that 
liberal policy and careful attention to all 
affairs which has heretofore characterized 
the conduct of our business.

Meet Series of Accidents. 

In one way or another, in the chapter of 
accidents which befell the train on its trip 
from Los Angeles, nearly every Chicagoan 
on it was injured, slightly or severely. Miss 
Addams’ injuries alone c@used any uneasi- 
ness. 

When the train had nearly reached Chi- 
cago the members of Mr. Higinbotham’s 
family were bitten by a pet Chinese Chow

At the Polk Street Station she 
was met by Dr. Alice Hamilton of Hull 
House. After she had reached home it was 
said that she was not suffering. 


Train Derailed at Switch. 

The wreck occurred at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. While running at a high s 
the train struck a switch and was 93 
Miss Addams and Mr. Linn were altting in 
the last car. The car ahead was thrown 
against a freight car and part of its side was 
ripped out. In this coach Mr. Higinbotham 
and his family were sitting and he was 
slightly cut by flying glass. 

The freight car then was hit by the last 
coach. Flying splinters were thrown over 
Mr. Linn and Miss Addams. She was almost 
buried under the wreckage and at the same 
time was thrown against the woodwork of 
the car. When she was assisted from the 
seat it was found that her face was badly 
lacerated and that her left arm was injured. 

As soon as it was learned that she had 
been injured Mr. Higinbotham went to her 
assistance. When a physician examined her 
injuries it was said that her arm was not 
broken and that the injuries were not 
serious. 

J am not badly hurt,” said Miss Addams 
last night as she left the train, “I am 
considerably shaken up and cut by splinters, 
but I do not think that it is going to beat all 
bad.

FORT DBE FRANCE, Island of Martinique, 
May 42.—1I have just returned from St. 
Pierre. The desolation of the ruins of the 
city blasted by the fire and sulphurous 
fumes from the angry crater of Mont Pelee 
can be only inadequately pictured. Not a 
half of the horrors to be seen there have 

been told. 

I léft the Island of Guadeloupe pursuant to 
the orders of the State department in a 
chartered steamer Saturday night. We ap- 
proached the site of the once fair tropical 
city soon after 6 o'clock Sunday morning. 


Island Hidden by Haze. 

The island with ite lofty hille was hidden 
behind a leaden colored hase. Enormous 
quantities of the wreckage of large and Small 
ships and houses strewed the surface of the 
sea. Huge trees and, too often, bodies with 


sharks fighting about them, were floating 
here and there. From behind the volcanic 
veil came blasts of hot wind, mingled with 
others ios cold. 


Few Survivors Picked Up. 
Pierre, men and women frantic to get 
away begged for a passage on the t- 
tle steamer. We had room for none, but 
managed to pick up twenty-eight half dead 
men, women, and children, who were so bad 
jy burned that they had to be lifted over 
the steamer’s e. Of the twenty-eight, 
aixteen died on boat before we reached 
Fort de France, Only three or four of the 
others are Hkely to live. | 

The condition of these unfertunates is no 
worse than thousands of rdfugees in the 
bills about Le Precheur. Hundreds of them 
Will die before relief can reach them Thou- 
eands need medical care, food, clothing, and 
above all water. : 

Approaching St. Pierre. 

As the steamer felt its way down the west 
coast of the island, we could see that the 
whole north*end of the island was covered 
with a silver gray coating of ashes re- 
sembling snow, Furtous blasts of fire, ashes, 
and mud swept over the steamer, but finally; 
St. Plerre was reached, or rather the spot 
‘where St. Pierre stood before that awful 
three minutes last Thursday morning. 


First Glimpse of Desolation. 
For two miles along the water front and fou 
a half a mfte back from shore to the foothills 
at the base of the volcano stretched the 
heaps of smoking fuins. Streets there were 


sites of the large buildings that had been de- 
stroyed under the rain of fire, lava, mud, and 
ashes. 
The still smoking volcano towered above 
the ash-covered hills. The ruins were burn- 
ing in many places and frightful odors of 
burned flesh filled he air. 


: with Difficulty, 
With great difficulty a landing was ef- 
fected. Not one house was left intact. 
Viscid heaps of mud, of brighter aghes, or 
piles of volcanic stones were seen on every 
side. Here and there amid the ruins were 
heaps of cogpees; almost all the faces were 
downward, as if the unhappy victimes had 
rushed into the streets when the first shock 
of the catastrophe aroused them, only to 
meet a sudden and awful death that smote 
them to the earth as they ran. 
Many Piles of Corpses. 

So many piles of corpses were to be seen 
that it is difficult to describe any in par- 
ticular detall. In one corner twenty-two 
bodies of men, women, and children were 
mingled in one awful mass, arms and legs 
protruding as the hapless beings fell in the 
last struggles of death. From under one 
farge stone the atm ofa white woman pro- 


truded. qf notable was the utter silence 
and the awful, overpowering stench from 
the thousands of dead. 


Fire with Noxious Gases. 


stroyed St. Pierre must have been com- 
posed of polsonous gases, which instantly 
suffocated every one who imhaled them, and 
of other gases burning furiously, for near- 
ly all the victims had their hands covering 
their mouths or were in some other attitude, 


suffocation. All the were carbon-

Through the middie of the old Place Ber 
tin ran a tiny stream, the remains of the 
River Gayave. Great trees, with roote up- 
‘ward and scorched by fire, were etrewn in 
every direction. Huge blocks and still hot 
stones were scattered about. 

Completeness of the Disaster.

Geographical society. Mr. Borchgrevinck is 
a recognized authority on siesmology and 
volcanoes. 


Message from Consul Ayme. :

Mayor Low Calls for Money. 

New York, May 12.—[Special.]—Mayor Seth 
Low has called upon the people of the city 
to help the sufferers. In his appeal, issued 
today, he says: 

“The appalling calamity at Martinique 
and in the neighboring islands makes an ap- 
peal to the generosity of New York that I 
am sure will not be disregarded. It is evi- 
dent that help will be needed on a large scale 
and needed promptly. If there are any who 
wish to transmit money for this purpose 
through the Mayor, I shall be glad to receive 
it and to transmit it to its destination. 

The New York Chamber of Commerce is 
going to do much to alleviate the hunger of 
the refugees and those who live in places that 
were dependent on St. Pierre. At 12:30p. m. 
on Wednesday there will be a formal meet- 
ing of the chamber, but in the meantime 
President Morris K. Jessup has anticipated 
the action of the organization and ordered 
the use of $5,000 on his personal responsi- 
bility. 

Money Raised in Philadelphia.

WORLD QUICK TO AID FRANCE. 


United States Excites Gratitude for Its 
Prompt Response to Cry for 
Help. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAG® TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, May 13, 8 a. m.—The promptness 
with which the United States has responded 
to France’s appeal for help for the stricken 
colony of Martinique has caused a thrill 
of gratitude in Paris, where the enormity of 
the disaster is only beginning to be realized. 

The fact that the Congress of the United 
States has appropriated $200,000, a sum 
double the amount given by the French gov- 
ernment is causing comment. 


King and Kaiser Send Aid. 
President Loubet has received cable mes- 
sages from President Roosevelt, King Ed- 
ward, the Czar, and Kaiser Wilhelm, and 
others expressing profound sympathy. King 
Edward sent a contribution of $5,000 to the 

relief fund and the Kaiser sent $2,500. 


Loubet Gives $4,000. 
President Loubet has placed $4,000 at the 
disposal of the committee formed to collect 
subscriptions. The Council of Ministers has 
given $1,100. 


President Roosevelt’s Message. 

Following is the text of the cablegram 
from President Roosevelt: 

Washington, D. C., May 10.—His Ex- 
cellency M. Emile Loubet, President of 
the French Republic, Paris: I pray your 
Excellency to accept the profound sym- 
pathy of the Amerivan people in the ap- 
palling calamity which has come upon the 


people of Martinique. 


THEODORE ROOSEVEL’.” 

President Loubet immediately cabled the 
following: 

“I thank your Excellency for the expres- 
sion of profound sympathy you have sent 

me in the name of the American people on

Emperor William telegraphed to President 
Loubet, in French, from Wiesbaden, as fol- 
lows: 

“ Profoundly moved by the news of the

at Pompeii. I hasten to offer France my 
most sincere sympathy. May the Almighty 
comfort the hearts of those who weep for 
their irreparable losses. My Ambassador 
will remit to your Excellency the sum of 
10,000 marks on my behalf as a contribution 
for the relief of the afflicted.”’ 

To this President Loubet replied: 

“Am greatly touched by the mark of sym- 
pathy which in this terrible misfortune 
which has fallen on France your Majesty 
has deigned to convey to me. I beg you to 
accept my warm thanks, and also the grati- 
tude of the victims whom you propose to 
succor.” 

Czar Sends Sympathy. 

The Czar and Empress telegraphed. to 
President Loubet that they share with him 
a lively sympathy and feeling of grief at 
the catastrophe that France has suffered. 

The Ameriean Chamber of Commerce has 
sent a note of sympathy to M. Millerand, 
the Minister of Commerce, on the disaster 
at Martinique. The Chamber has called a 
meeting of the American colony for Wednes- 
day for the purpose of raising subscriptions 
to the fund for the relief of the distressed. 


English Anxious to Help.

LONDON, May 13, 3 a. m.—The Margulis 
of Ripon spoke on behalf of the English 
nation when in the House of Lords last 
evening he expressed sympathy with France 
on the occasion of the disaster at Mar- 
tinique.

‘MUST GUARD CROSSINGS. 


‘Engines to Be Halted at Every 


Block Unless the Ordinance 
Is Obeyed.

WORK DONE BY THE COUNCIL. 
Passed an ordinance directing the police to stop 
the trains and engines of three railroads at prac- 
tically every block unless the roads within thirty 
days install and maintain gates at certain grade 
crossings. 

Received a mandatory ordinance requiring the 
Chicago Junction railway to elevate its tracks 
along Fortieth street, from Halsted street to the 

e. 

Passed the new water rate ordinance. 

Referred to the Finance committee a request 
from Health Commissioner Reynolds for $50,000 
to fight smallpox. 

Referred to the Health committee an ordinance 
requiring any person or firm giving away or dis- 
tributing medicines, soaps, or nostrums, to sub- 
mit samples to the Health department for anal- 
ysis, to take out licenses, and to give a bond under 
penalty of fines. 

Referred to the Judiciary committee an ordinance 
granting the operation of a private fire patrol 
system, which will carry its subscribers to fires 
in the neighborhood of their homes or offices. 

Passed an ordinance changing the names of a 
numder of streets on the Northwest Side. 
“Defeated the ordinance prohibiting pigeon shoot- 


ing at gun clubs. 


In its efforts to force further track, eleva- 
tion the City Council last night used a club 
on the rallroads. Ordinances, presented by 
Alderman Rector, were passed unanimously 
demanding that the Western Indiana road, 
the Belt railway company of Chicago, and 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer company 
construct and maintain gates at eight grade 
crossings. 

This order must be complied with in thirty 
days or the police force of Chicago will be 
directed to stop each train and each engine 
at every crossing. Should the companies 
seek to defy the efforts of the police the or- 
@inances direct that engineers, conductors, 
or other trainmen shall be arrested at once, 
charged with committing misdemeanors and 
fined from $150 to $200 for each offense. 
Severest Action Ever Taken. 

The ordinances, as passed, apply only to 
the grade crossings in the Thirty-fourth- 
Ward. But it is asserted the plan is likely 
to be taken up in every section of the city 
where the companies have fought efforts for 
track elevation. . Never before has the Coun- 
cil used such severe measures. It practi- 
cally means that every train, passenger and 
freight, and every engine running over the 
rails of the roads under fire must come to a 
full stop at every crossing. NI 

Mayor Harrison is in sympathy with the 
vigorous action taken. He intimated that 
he would say nothing about the measures, 
but allow them to become active without his 


ne ordinance affecting the Western In- 
diana and the Belt line requires gates and 
watchmen at the Van Buren, Harrison, Lex- 
ington, Twelfth street, and Colorado avenue 
crossings. The Chicago Terminal Transfer

It is pointed out that for four years the 
question of elevating the tracks at this 
point has been under discussion. ‘In the case 
of the Terminal Transfer company it is 
shown that on Feb. 19, 1900, an ordinance 
Was requiring the company to begin 
elevation of the tracks in question by May 1 
or last year. | 

Not a shovel has been turned,“ declared 
Alderman Rector. Now we want to see 
whether this company will have some re- 
gard for public safety or not.“ 


Third Mandatory Ordinance. 

On the heels of these ordinances came the 
third mandatory nance for track eleva- 
tion which has been presented to the City 
Council. It was offered by Alderman Me- 
‘Inerney, and requires the Chicago Junction 
railway to elevate its rails between Halsted 
street on the west and the Illinois Central 
tracks’ on the east. These tracks run in 
Fortieth street, cross Drexel and Grand boul- 
vards, and form what has been called a 
“ death-trap” at Cottage Grove avenue, 
where it crosses the cable line. 

Subways are_to be built at Halsted street, 
Emerald‘ and on avenues, Wallace and 
Butler streets, Stewart, Princeton, Fifth, 
Wentworth, and Armour avenues, State and 
Dearborn strets, Wabash, Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Prairie, and Calumet avenues, Grand 
boulevard, Vincennes and Langley avenues, 
Fortieth and Forty-first streets, Cottage 
Grove avenue, Drexel boulevard, Ellis and 
Lake avenues. The South Side elevated is 
required to elevate its structure seventeen 
feet where it crosses the railroad’s tracks, 
under penalty of $200 a day for failure. 

New Water Ordinance Passed. 

After much wrangling the amended water 
ordinance, which has been hanging fire for 
six months, was passed by a vote of 44 yeas 
to 19 nays. Few changes are made, the 
frontage rates of the old ordinances still 
controlling, though houses with two sets of 
water fixtures are not charged any more 
than it only one set was in use. Automatic 
valves ate to be widely used to prevent waste. 

Apartment buildings of more than four 
stories, and with more thafi twelve flats, must 
have water measured by meter. Residences 


- or flat buildings, where the annual charges 


reach $75,,or where more than 750,000 gal- 
jons are used annually, must use meters. 


Grooved Rails Required. 

The grooved rail ordinance became part 
of the code, the Mayor making no recom- 
mendations. Alderman Bennett had passed 
an amendment requiring the street railway 
companies to put in the new rail in thorough- 
fares under improvement. 


Street Names Changed. 

Alderman Kenney had street names 
changed as follows: North Forty-fourth 
court, from Milwaukee avenue to city lim-

Roosevelt Is Criticised. 

The Federation, furthermore, charged 
President Roosevelt and the national admin- 
istration with discriminating against the 
Catholic Indian missionaries. Action by the 
convention on the proposition to join the na- 
tional federation was deferred, while resolu- 
tions were adopted denouncing secret 80- 
cleties and the conduct of affairs in the 
Philippines. thes 

The educational system in the Philippines 
was declared to be conducted for the most 
part, if not exclusively, by sectarian minis- 
ters and Freemasons in a manner calculated 
to weaken and, as far as possible, eradicate 
the Catholic faith in the islands. f 

In the light of the constitutionally guar- 
anteed civie liberty, we see in such action a 
crying injustice towards the oppressed Cath- 
olie people.“ 

The desire on the part of the federation 
to consign Mayor Harrison to political obliv- 
ion is the outgrowth of his disregard of its 
protest when he appointed to the School 
board members known to favor free text 
books. | 

The resolutions declared that free text 
books and taxation of schoo#property were 
only efforts to render difficult the Catholic 
education of children, and demanded that 
the issue be settled at the polls. 


Reform Labor Union Planned. 


Preliminary steps toward the organiza- 
tion of a labor union. which shall have its 
foundation laid in Christian principles were 
taken and a plan mapped out. 

The initial work of organization will be car- 
ried on through the agency of a central bu- 
reau, which is vested with power to scatter 
tracts over the country condemning labor 
unions as they exist and pointing out their 
tendency to drift into socialism. An appro- 
priation was voted for the, support of the 
bureau, which will undoubtedly be located 
in Chicago. 

Theodore B. Thiele of Chicago, as chairman 
of the Vigilance committee, read the report, 
which, after detailing the investigation of 
the labor question carried on by his com- 
mittee during the year, advised the immedi- 
ate formation of a defensive and offensive 
Catholic labor organization. 


Will Begin in Illinois. 


The field of operation will be limited to 
Illinois with the hope that ultimately the 
movement will gather power sufficient to 
enable it to successfully oppose the Gompers 
federation or any other. 

Once firmy organized, the union, it is 
hoped, will expand beyond the confines of 
any single faith and broaden into a non- 
denominational organization. 


ECONOMIZE ON HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Members of Sites Committee Decide to 
Make Most of the Improvements in 


Elementary Department. 


If the recommendations of the sites com- 
mittee are adopted by the Board of Educa- 
tion there will be but little money spent for 
high schools this coming year. The com- 
mittee has practically decided to recom- 
mend an appropriation of $200,000 for im- 
provement and all of these improvements 
are not for the exclusive use of the high 
schools. The elementary schools will re- 
ceive the great bulk of the two million dollars 
to be used in the purchase of sites and erec- 
tion of buildings. 

While none of the conclusions reached is 
final it is probable that the committee will 
recommend a new heating and ventilating 
plant for the Austin high school costing 
$35,000; lavatory equipments and elevators 
for the English High and Manual Training 
school costing about $40,000 and a sixteen- 
room addition to the Lake high school cost- 
ing about $125,000. , 

The Austin high school may receive in ad- 
dition an assembly room, a gymnasium, and 
new lavatories. 

The Englewood high school and the South 
Chicago high school, which have been clam- 
oring for additions for some time will be 
refused. South Chicago will not get any- 
thing and Englewood will get a steel bridge 
connecting the two parts of the present 
high school at a total cost of $5,000 Jeffer- 
son high school will probably get something 
before the committee finishes its work.

THREAT TO DARKEN 


GASWORKERS’ UNION CALIS A 
STRIKE ON ALL PLANTS. 


Company Officials Confident of Ability 
to Continue Furnishing Light as 
Usual—Reason for Employes’ Action 
Given as Intention to Cause Rein- 
statement of Twenty-two Dis- 
charged Men and to Enforce Recog- 
nition of Their Organization. 


The Gasworkers’ union of Chicago de- 
clared a strike at 11:30 o’clock last night, 
nominally effective within thirty minutes. 
At the same time the leaders of the union 
made dire prophecies that in less than 
twenty-four hours the city would be plunged 
in darkness—at least that portion of it which 
depends on gas lamps. 

Officials of the People’s Gas Light and Coke 
company are not so pessimistic. They say 
they will be able to operate their gas manu- 
facturing plants fully in spite of the defec- 
tion of men in response to the strike order. 


Assertions of the Union. 

The union men stated at midnight that 
every plant in the city, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Twenty-second street tank, 
would be shut down at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when both the night and the day shifts 
will have been reached by committees sent 
out by the union. It is the avowed purpose 
of the organization to tie up both the Peo- 
ple’s amd the Ogden companies and force 
them to concede two demands—the rein- 
statement of twenty-two men who were dis- 
charged for joining the union and the recog- 
nition of the new organization. 

The Universal Gas company and the Co 
sumers’ Gas company are also concerned. 
Those branches of the work devoted directly 
to the manufacture of gas are represented 
in the organization of the gas workers, who 
assert that they have the stationary engi- 
neers, the stationary firemen, and the ma- 
chiniste behind them. They claim to have 
the assurance of the teamsters that no coal 
will be hauled the several plants until the 
company has conceded the demands of the 
men. President M. C. Sayer says the la- 
borers, stokers, firemen, engineers, steam- 
fitters, and valve men are interested in the 
controversy. He claims a membership of 350 
men, and asserts that between 500 and 600 
men in all are affected by thestrike. 


Union Only a Month Old, 

The Gasworkers’ union is a young or- 
ganization, dating its existence from a meet- 
ing held less than a month ago, and its 
strength has not been tested. President 
Sayer says that information that the men 
were organizing reached the company and 
sixteen men were discharged. A committee, 
consisting of Vice President John Mulloy, 
Secretary J. J. Laverty, W. J. Callahan, Will- 
jam Pye, David Ramsey, and President 
Sayer was appointed to visit the company 
and demand the reinstatement of the dis- 
charged employés. This committee further 
insisted on the recognition of the union. 

The company agreed to put the men back 
by last Saturday,“ said President Sayer. 
Further, it was agreed that no men should 
be discharged for joining the union, and 
that every member of the committee should 
be paid for the day he had lost through de- 
voting his time to the work of the organiza- 
tion. When Saturday came, instead of see- 
ing the men reinstated, we were discharged. 
Now we propose to see all the discharged 
employés reinstated.“ 

The discharged men, according to Secre- 
tary J. J. Laverty, were divided among the 
following companies:

Consulting Engineer John Williamson of 
the People’s Gas company said at 1 o’clock 
this morning that the public need have no 
fear of its gas supply, as the People’s com- 
pany is prepared to replace the strikers im- 
mediately. 

** We have a supply of gas that will run in- 
definitely,“ said Mr. Williamson, because 
we are prepared to put in new men at once. 
Six men quit at the Crosby and Hobbie sta- 
tion, but I have not received reports from 
the other plants. We have not discriminated 
egainst the men because they are members 
of the union. It is the time for the annual 
suspension of men and we simply removed 
those whose services could be dispensed. with. 
The strike will be over this morning at 6 
O clock.“

The supply of corn-fed 
cattle is about gone, and those producers 
who have had dispelled their fear of the 
immediate effect of legal proceedings are 
expected to hurry what remains of their 
stock to the market. Just how high the 
prices will run no one would predict yes- 
terday, but the greater number of the com- 
mission men and buyers state positively 
that prices will go as high, if not higher, 
than ever before. 

The best cattle yesterday morning sold at 
$7.35 a hundred, while the bulk of sales 
varied between $5.75 and $6.50. It was the 
prime beeves that reached the top mark, a 
load of 1,438-pound steers selling early in 
the day for $7.30. This was within 10 cents 
of the highest price of last Friday, and still 
higher prices are expected today, 

Steady Market Again. 

Today marks the beginning of a steady 
market again,” seid a commission man. 
The bugaboo of a bil has come before the 
cattle men, and they look upon it as not 
much of an object of worry. The commis- 
sian men have sent out letters to their agents 
in all parts of the country, telling them not 
to fear a break, but to send in a steady and 
normal supply. We look for higher prices 
an the early range cattle begin to ar- 

ve. 

The range cattle, which are grass fed, are 
not of as close a fiber as the corn-fed cattle, 
and the loss in weight during shipment is 
heavy. The leading butchers of the city 
purchase little of this class, as the quality 
is not high. They have been in the habit 
of buying corn-fed cattle and selling the 
cheaper cuts, such as round steaks and ribs, 
to the butchers who sell to a poorer trade. 
When the range cattle come in this will be 
difficult, as there will be no market for their 
poorer cuts, the merchants who buy range 
cattle taking entire carcasses. 


Defense Disclosure Tuesday. 


A disclosure of.the defense to be inter- 
posed by the packers is expected next Tues- 
day, when John C. Miller, as their counsel, 
will appear in the United States Circuit 
Court to answer the application of the gov- 
ernment for a temporary restraining order. 
Not a legal document of any nature will be 
filed in court until that time, and it is doubt- 
ful. if the defendants will file their formal 
answer to the charges contained in the bill 
for an injunction for at least two months. 

The foregoing course of action was out- 
lined at a conference held in the morning be- 
tween John 8S. Miller, special counsel for 
the defense; Thomas A. Moran, counsel for 
the Cudahy Packing company; and Louis 
C. Krauthoff, counsel for Armour & Co. 
Henry Wolf, counsel for Nelson Morris & 
Co., and James F. Meagher, counsel for the 

‘ Hammond Packing company, were 
unable to be present, but are understood to 
approve of the action taken. 

As a further development of the confer- 
ence it was announced that John S. Miller 
practically will have entire charge of the 
ease for the defendants. The other attor- 
neys are engaged with their routine legal 
business for the packers, and by consent 
entire charge of the defense was intrusted 
to Mr. Miller. The report that Levy Mayer 
also had been retained as special counsel 
proved to be unfounded. 


First Monday in July. 


Under the rules of practice in the Federal 
Court, the earliest possible moment when 
the defendants named in the bill can be 
made to appear in court is the first Monday 
in July. After their appearance the de- 
fendants are allowed thirty days more, or 
until the first Monday in August, to file 
— 4 formal answer to the allegations in the 
bill. 


The taking of evidence in the case, if the 
proceedings reach that stage, will then fol- 
low, and each side is allowed three months 
in which to gather and present their testi- 
mony. This will be followed with the argu- 
ments of counsel before the Master in Chan- 
cery, after which that official will file his 
report in court. The report will then be 
considered on a motion for its approval, 
and a decision on the merits of the case will 
follow.

A. J. Eddy Engineers Amalgamation of 


Chester, Pa., May 12.—The new combina- 
tion of steel casting plants, which has been 
engineered by A. J. Eddy of Chicago and 
Max Pam of New York, will be «nown as 
the American Steel Foundries. Its princi 
pal underwriters are Judge E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion; Charles M. Schwab of the same com- 
pany, John W. Gates, and General Charles 
C. Miller of Franklin, Pa. The new company 
will control about one-fourth of the produc- 
tion of steel castings in the country. The 
capital stock of the combination will be 
$40,000,000, of which one-half is to be in cash 
and will be preferred 6 per cent cumulative 
securities; the common stock, of an equal 
amount, being given as a bonus. The actual

EXPLAIN SEVERO'S DEATH. 


SUFFOCATION, DUE TO EXPLOSION 
OF ESCAPING GAS. 


Experts Differ as to the Point at Which 
the Vapor Was Ignited—Body of In- 
ventor Shattered and Horribly Dis- 
Agured—Wife, Who Witnessed the 
Catastrophe, Prostrated by Grief— 
‘Constructor Thinks Envelope of 
Balloon Caught Fire from Shaft. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, May 12.—Experts differ as to the 
precise cause of the explosion which shat- 
tered the airship of Senhor Severo, the rival 
of Santos-Dumont, and resulted in the death 
of the owner and his engineer at 5:30 this 
morning. 

A physician who made an examination im- 
mediately after the accident declares that 
the victims were not killed by the force of 
the fall, which shattered both bodies almost 
beyond recognition, but died of suffocation. 
The engineer was terribly burned. His face 
and hands were so carbonized that the flesh 
fell when touched. leaving bare the bones. 


‘Wife and Friends Witnesses. 

Senhor Severo’s wife and friends, who fol- 
lowed the course of the ship in automobiles, 
declare that as it drew near Mont Parnasse 
a flash of flame was seen to spurt out of the 
outer envelope of the balloon, almost cov- 
ering the motor and car in which the in- 
ventor and the engineer were seated. A 
deafening report followed, and the bodies 
of the two men were thrown far out of the 
ship. The motor was detached from the 
balloon, which was torn to shreds and fell 
almost on top of the bodies. 

Senhor Severo struck on his feet with such 
terrific force that his leg bones were driven 
through the soles of his shoes, and almost 
all the other bones of his body were frac- 
tured. His abdomen was ripped open by 
the branches of the trees which he struck 
in falling or by the broken pieces of the car. 

The body of the engineer, M. Suchet, was 
in even more shocking condition. Besides 
the terrible burns which bared the bones of 
his face, his skull was fractured and his 
limbs shattered. 

Senhora Severo, who was prostrated, was 
taken home in an almost unconscious condi- 


tion. 
Cause of the Explosion. 


M. La Chambre, who constructed the air- 
ship, is of the opinion that the outer cover- 
ing of the balloon must have caught fire 
through the heating of the connecting shaft 
at a place at right angles with the center of 
the ship. There are others, however, who 
believe that in some inexplicable way the 
spirits in one of the reservoirs were set on 
fire, possibly by the ignition of gas at some 
point of leakage. 

The airship started splendidly, although 
Senhor Avaro, an intimate friend of the in- 
ventor, refused to take part in the ascent at 
the last moment on account of the thicken- 
ing fog. Senhor Severo, after the ship had 
attained a considerable height, put it through 
a number of evolutions and then set off to- 
ward Issy. 

Gear Out of Order. 


By this time it was evident that the rear 
propelling screw was working with diffi- 
culty, and that the steering gear was out 
of order, but the progress of the ship was not 
seriously impeded. 

Suddenly a puff of wind struck the ma- 
chine and whirled it from the Boulevard de 
Vaugtraud, along which it was sailing, over 
to the Avenue du Marne. The ship turned 
completely round, and the faulty propeller 
‘and steering apparatus obviously lost all con- 
trol of its movements. 

It was at this moment the explosion took 
place. The people in the automobiles, who 
were near enough to reach the victims with- 
in a few moments, found them both quite 
dead and Senhor Severo’s body hardly warm. 

Referring to the Severo disaster, M. Em- 
manuel Aime, the Secretary of the Aeronaut 
club of Paris, said he thought that Sefior 
Severo had overlooked the fact that the 
hydrogen would expand as his airship as- 
cended, and that this expansion burst the 
balloon. 

“his alone might not prove fatal,“ ex- 
plained M. Aime, as the envelope. might 
have acted as a parachute, but the gas 
evidently reached the motors and explod- 
ed 


Count de la Vaulx, the aeronaut, expressed 
himself as greatly surprised at the accident 
that caused the death of Sefior Severo, as he 
had the highest opinion of the Brizilian's 
skill. 

“ Befior Severo was not a novice at bal- 
looning,”” said Count de ia Vaulx. “‘ He was 
active, bold, and had plenty of initiative, 
added to much technical knowledge. Still, it 
is a miracle that fatal accidents to men who 
are experimenting with steerable balloons 
have not happened before. They always 
neglect the question of equilibrium, which 
is like driving an automobile without 
springs, and accidents are consequently in- 
evitable.”’

NEELY ASKS PALMA'S AID. 


HE AND RATHBONE SEEKING HIS 
‘INFLUENCE FOR PARDON. | 


President-elect of Cuba Urged te In- : 


tercede with Roosevelt in Favor of 
Offenders—Havana Full of Politi- 
cians and Office Seekers—Governor 
General Wood Acts as Mentor for 
New Executive—Arrivais from New 
York; 


[RY CABLE TO THE CHICA) TRIBUNE.] 

HAVANA, May 12.—Friends of Rathbone 
and Neely,,. convicted here of postoffice 
frauds, have appealed to General Palma for 
his aid in the effort being made to secure 
pardon. They ask Palma to recommend 
their liberation to President Roosevelt. Their 
only reason for requesting this from the 
President-elect of Cuba is his oft-repeated 
declaration of gratitude to Americans, which 
they evidently believe would be best proved 
by intervening in behalf of the convicted 
men. 

It is safe to say, however, that General 


Palma will not comply with these wishes. Not 


only has he no direct knowledge of the case 
but his present status is that of any other 
Cuban citizen and would hardly warrant his 
interfering. 

After he has assumed the Presidency he 
will investigate closely into the cases of 
American officials convicted here and if the 
evidence warrants the pardon of some of 
them Rathbone and Neely might be among 
these, but politics will play no part in the 
decision, although he probably will extend 
executive clemency in some cases, because of 
his desire to prove his good will toward 
Americans. 


Appeal Said to Have Failed. 

Neely is in jail, while Rathbone is on bail. 
The latter and his friends charge General 
Wood with persecution, which is ridiculed. 
It is reported? that the Supreme Court has 
reached a decision on the appeal of these 
cases adverse to the appellants, but nothing 
has yet been made public. ‘ 
Havana is filled with political Micawbers 
and officeseekers and the hotel corridors and 
cafés are filled from early morning to early 
morning with politicians discussing the Sit- 
uation and guessing about appointments. 
General Palma has had little time today 
to talk with them. He and Generai Quesada 
have spent the most part of the day at the 
palace with General Wood. The latter is 
initiating General Palma into the mysteries 
of government affairs.

Last night General Palma spent a 
few hours on the Prado in a carriage with 
General Gomez, Governor Nunez, and Mayor 
La Torre. He was cheered everywhere. 


Palma Family Arrives. 


The President-elect’s family arrived today 
on the steamer Havane. Palma went on 
board, where he affectionately greeted his 
wife and children.

HAY?! SRIZRD BY REBELS.

One Hour of Fighting in Streets of Cap- 
ital Results in Surrender ef Army— 
Boisrond Canal Is Placed at Head of 
Provisional Administration—Third 
Faction Is Expected to Attempt to 
Wrest Power from Victors — Sam 
Plans Flight. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Hayti, May 12.—After 
an hour's battle in the streets of this city 
today the government was overthrown and 
the revolutionists have placed Boisrond 
Canal at the head of a provisional govern- 
ment. 

The army surrendered without resistance, 
and lacking its help the friends of the ad- 
mimstration were unable to hold their owp 
against the rebels. oF 


Another Revolt Is Probable. 


More fighting is expected, however, and 
it is possible the victors of today may not 
remain in power long. There is a third fac- 
tion in the republic that opposes both the 
old government and the new one, and an 
effort to secure control by this party is 
believed certain. 

The revolution was a result of the resigna- 
tion of President Sam and the meeting of 
Congress today to select his successor. 


Congress Guarded by Troops. 


When Congress assembled at noon the 
Minister of the Interior formally handed the 


resignation of President Sam to the House. 


A member of the Chamber of Deputies asked 
the President of that House to order the 
withdrawal of the strong force of troops 
which occupied the chambers. The Presi- 
dent replied that the troops were necessary 
to protect Congress while engaged in its de- 
liberations, and said he approved of the pres- 
ence of the military. 

When the President of. the House an- 
nounced that a President of the republic was 
to be elected Deputy Jeannot arose and de- 
clared that the Congress did not have the 
confidence of the people. 


Riotous Scene in Chambers. 

This was followed by cries of “ Vive la 
revolution!” and Aux armes! and a scene 
of great disorder followed, during which 
Congress practically was dissolved. 

Shooting in the streets began soon after- 
wards and after an hour of sharp fighting, 
in which, however, the military took no part, 
the friends of the government were put to 
flight and the government passed into the 
hands of the revolutionists. Only two men 
were killed and three wounded. 

Former President Sam still occupies the 
2 but he will embark tonight or tomor- 
row on a French maiiboat. 


Sam to Leave on French Ship. 

A provisional government was established 
at once under the Presidency of Canal, who 
was a former chief magistrate of Hayti. He 
says all the towns of the republic are in a 
state of revolution. 

Boisrond Canal was elected President of 
Hayti July 10. 1876. A revolution against 
him started in 1879 and he resigned about 
July 17 of that year. He was succeeded by 
General Salomon. 


Three Factions in Republic. 

The three parties in the republic had been 
preparing for the struggle for some time. 
They were divided as follows: 

General Le Conte was supported by the 
military element; General Vilbrun, the Min- 
ister of War, had the sympathy of the for- 
mer President, General Sam, and General 
Saint-Foix Colin, the district commander, 
had the support of the population here. 


May Fight at Cape Haytian. 
CAPE HAYTIAN, Hayti, May 12—This 


‘district is regarded as almost certain to take 


up arms tomorrow morning. The forces 
from here will be led by General Nord, the 
government delegate, and will support Gen- 
eral Firmin’s candidacy for the Presidency. 
All the northern and northeastern depart- 
ments, as well as other parts of the country, 
are in favor of Firmin. 


President’s Plans Upset. 


Had President Sam been able to maintain 
himself a few days longer he probably would 
have installed Mont-Plaisir or some other 
favorite as his successor. The de facto gov- 
ernment in Hayti consists in the possession 
of a few traditional seats of authority—the 
palace, the arsenal, the headquarters of the 
department, and the arrondissement of Port- 
au-Prince. These are defended by ragged 
battalions aggregating 5,000 or 6,000 soldiers, 
not remarkable for valor and with out-of- 
date muskets, but possessing some rapid- 
fire guns. 

The recent movement at Jacmel, the south- 
ern port, though suppressed by General Guil- 
laume, was really only a.diversion success- 
fully calculated to weaken Sam at the cap. 
ital. In fact, the President was lucky to 
have been able to negotiate for his life by 
abdication. 


Firmin Wanted as Executive. 

The seat of rebellion was really in the 
North, at Cape Haytian, and that depart- 
ment has now appeared in arms and raised 
the name of Antenor Firmin as its choice for 
President. 

M. Firmin is probably the shrewdest public 
man in Hayti. He has in him some of the 
qualities of the statesman. It was he who, 
as Minister of Foreign Affairs under Hip- 
polyte, resisted with great tact the bungling 
attempt of the United States government, 
represented by Admiral Gherard and Fred 
Douglass to secure a naval station at Mole 
St. Nicholas. More recently Firmin has won 
high opinions as Haytian plenipotentiary at 
Paris. 


TAX ON CHECKS IS WITHDRAWN. 


British Chancellor Yields to Protests— 
Defends the Levy Against 
Wheat and Flour. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, May 12.—The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, has 


yielded to the storm of disapproval aroused - 


by the feature in the finaneial bill affecting 
checks, and today definitely announced in 
the House of Commons the withdrawal of the 
extra tax of one penny placed on checks. 
He added that he reserved the right to im- 
pose another tax to meet the resulting de- 
ficiency. 

On the second reading of the finance bill 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Liberal, moved 
that this House declines to impose duties 
on grain, flour, and other food of the peo- 
ple.“ 

During the course of his speech Sir William 
urged that the innovation contravened the 
fundamental principle of sound finance. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in re- 
plying, denied that there had been any gen- 
eral rise in the price of bread. For a mo- 
ment the demand was greater than the sup- 
ply, but it must not be forgotten that while 
it was necessary for Great Britain to ob- 
tain wheat and flour from America and other 
quarters it was equally necessary for them 
to send their products to this country. 

It was absurd to suppose that the three 
penny duty on grain could cause a single 
acre to go out of cultivation in America. 
She must send her wheat here on account 
of the protective duties elsewhere. The pro- 
duction of grain throughout the world was 
increasing at a greater ratio than the de- 
mand. He believed that the producers and 
carriers of grain would pay the new tax if 
there was a big crop. It was necessary to 
impose additional taxation on the masses in 
order that they should be made to realize 
what war preparation and war involved.

WIFE THINKS HUSBAND BRU- 
TALLY TREATED IN ASYLUM. 


Follows Alleged Scalding to Death of 
Another Patient — Face Cut and 
Bruised and Ear Almost Torn Off at 
Time of Her First Visit—Condition 
Seo Much Worse Later That She Se- 
cures His Removal te Bartonville 
Institution. 


rious charges are made the manage- 
ment of the insane asylum at Jacksonville 
by Mrs. Martin McHugh of this city, she dal. 
leging that the attendants there have been 
brutally treating her husband. She has just 
succeeded in having him transferred to the 
new asylum at Bartonville, on the grounds 
that his life was not safe at the Jacksonville 
asylum. 

Following so soon after the death by ecald- 
ing of a patient at Jacksonville the charges 
of Mrs. McHugh will attract much attention. 

She says that when she visited him last 
month she found him in a pitiable condition. 
One side of his face was cut and bruised, one 
ear almost torn off, and two wicked-looking 
gashes in his scalp. When she demanded an 
investigation she was told that her husband 
had been injured by a fall. Sheinsists, how- 
ever, that he was the victim of brutal at- 
tendants. 

Last week she paid a second visit to the 
asylum, but was at first refused admittance 


operated upon by a surgeon, and that he was 
in no condition to be seen. This aroused her 
epprehensions, and she announced her inten- 
tions of wiring Governor Yates and asking 
his codperation in securing admittance. This 
declaration had its effect, and she was admit- 
ted. She says that he wasin even worse con- 


dition than before. Both sides of his face 


were cut and bruised and one foot was lacer- 
ated, the skin being torn for several inches, 
and resembled a large blister. She thinks 
that he was scalded. She was told that he 
had been bitten by a bug. 

Her indignation was so pronounced that, 
according to her statements, she was finally 
informed that her husband had had some 
trouble with one of the guards and that if 
she insisted upon it the attendant who was 
responsible would be removed. She deter- 
mined, however, to have the transfer made 
in order to prevent further ill-usage, and the 
patient is now in custody at the Peoria in- 
stitution.

CHALLENGES TO WINNER. 


AI Herford Says Colored Boxer 


Will Defend New Title at 
Weight Limit. 


Fort Erie, Ont., May 12.—Joe Gans, the Bal- 
timore colored lightweight pugilist, is cham- 
pion in his class after knocking at the door 
for the last four years. Frank Erne lost to 
him in the first round tonight. 

The. end came with startling suddenness. 
The men were scarcely warmed up when 
Gans, trying cautiously, caught Erne nap- 
ping and landed a hard right on the ear, 
which appeared to jar Frank badly. 
sparréd wildly, and Gans, quick to see his 
advantage, sent out a left jab as a feefer. 
It went home through Erne’s guard, drawing 
blood from his nose. 

Then Gans rushed in, and as Erne's de- 
2 Was pitlably weak, he drove a right to 

face and a right to the point of the jaw. 
The blow completely settled Erne. He sank 
slowly to the floor, fell on his back, and was 
rolling over on his stomach when Referee 
White finished the fatal count of ten. 

The Herford party was overwhelmed with 
congratulations by friends at the ringside, 
and a crowd of negroes proudly escorted 


Gans to his dressing-room.

Hertord said Gans would defend the light - 
weight championship at lightweight limit. 


Erne Wants Another Chance. 


Erne is broken-hearted over the defeat. 
When led to his corner it took a minute to 
bring him back from dreamland. One of 
Drne's seconds said: 

“Gans will have to fight him again, for 
that was a fluke win if there ever was one.” 

Tes, said Erne, springing to his feet. 
“We can’t let it go at that. He's got to 
give me the chance I gave him.“ Hecrossed 
the ring unsteadily looking for Gans, but the 
negro and his crowd hed left the ring. 

At 8:30 o’clock, when the preliminary was 
called, there was scarcely a seat left in the 
house, which has a capacity of 5,000. The 
first bout brought together Joe MacMahon 
and. Eddie Kelley, 118 pounders, for an 
eight-rotnd contest. Chief Griffin of the Fort 
Erie police ordered the bout stopped in the 
fourth round. Referee Ed McBride declared 
it a draw. 

There was much quiet betting on the main 
bout, Several thousand dollars were placed, 
with @rne favorite at 100 to 90 and 100 to 80. 

Gans entered the ring at 9:35, followed a 
few minutes later by Erne. Gans crossed 
the ring and shook hands with Erne, who 
received a warm welcome, Terry McGovern, 
who has beaten both men, entered the ring 
and it was stated that he would soon box 
at Fort Erie himself. Art Sims, Kid” 
Parker, George McFadden, ‘‘ Kid McPart- 
land, and half a dozen others challenged the 
winner. “Young Peter Jackson and Al 
Weinig entered the ring, challenged each 
other, and were mat to box at Fort Erie 
in the near future.

The Canadian in- 
terpretation of Marquis of Queensbefry rules

Detroit, Mich., May 2.—[Special.]—Chicago 
lost the second game of the Detroit series, 
5 to 4, through a batting streak that De- 
troit developed in the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
innings, in whieh it did many things to Grif- 
fith’s slow benders.

LEGACIES FROM HANNA. 

Many sincere friends of the administra- 
tion have wondered at the dismissal of 
Mr. Evans from the office of Commissioner 
of Pensions. While something “ equally 
good was given to him, there is no dis- 
guising the fact that he was dismissed. He 
was turned out for excessive honesty and 
fidelity to duty, and his case is almost the 
only one on record in which an officer has 
been punished for doing his duty with in- 
flexible integrity, tact, discretion, and fear- 
lessness. We don’t care whether he was 
“ kicked up-stairs or not. He was kicked. 
And he didn’t deserve it. Many people 
are wondering how President Roosevelt 
with his stern sense of duty and his up- 
right character could reconcile it to his con- 
science to let Mr. Evans go. If President 
Roosevelt had been in the Pension office 
himself he would have been more irrecon- 
cilable than Evans—less acceptable to the 
professional old soldiers and the pension 
shysters than he was, and more tumultous 
and irrepressible in every respect. Mani- 
festly the dismissal of Evans is a legacy 
from the McKinley administration, and es- 
pecially from Mr. Hanna. It is a campaign 
debt. 

We distinctly charge that after the elec- 
tion of 1896 Mr. Samuel Shallenberger was 
appointed Second Assistant Postmaster 
General, in whose office all matters relating 
to the railway mail service are attended 
to, in pursuance of a bargain or understand- 
ing with the Pennsylvania railroad. Mr. 
Shallenberger at that time was an attorney 
for the Pennsylvania railroad. The com- 
pany had made a subscription—possibly the 
largest in the United States—to the cam- 
paign fund. What could be more natural 
than that the attorney of the railroad 
should be appointed to superintend the rail- 
way mail service immediately after the 
election. Still, it was a second-class bar- 
gain, and in any other country would have 


Shallenberger is still in office. 

This was in 1896. In 1900 there was 
another bargain with the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. Again it made the largest subscrip- 
tion and again it received the largest prom- 
ises. In 1896 it grabbed control of the 
railway mail service. In 1900 nothing less 
would satisfy it than the control of the At- 
lantie Ocean.

the subsequent desolation. The destruction 
of the eity is absolute and its suburbs are 
in much the same sad plight. Those who 
have ventured into the ash-covered streets 
ot the city find only great heaps of charred 
corpses as the result of a stream of molten 
lava half a mile wide, a whirlwind of steam 
and boiling mud, and that awful shower 
of fire which shriveled everything it touched 
The horrible swiftness of the 
destruction is most fully realized when it 
is considered that it occurred within thirty 
seconds and that in half a minute between 
30,000 and 40,000 persons perished and 
that within twenty minutes of the first out- 
break there was no trace of the city or of 
the numerous vessels which were lying in 
the harbor. * 

The official dispatch from the United 
States Consul at Guadeloupe, who is now 
on the Island of Martinique, under instruc- 
tions from the State department, reports 
upon the authority of the Governor of the 
island that 30,000 persons have perished 
and that 50,000 are homeless and hungry. 
“Homeless and hungry” is the pitiful 
sequel to all this horror. Fortunately for 
the survivors of the awful calamity, modern 
ecience has brought communities nearer 
together and made the world more nearly 
kin. From France, Great Britain, and 
this country vessels are already speeding 
to take those away who wish to go, and 


they will be quickly followed by other ves- 


sels bearing clothing and food to these home- 
less and hungry ones. “This is not so 
bad a world as some would like to make 
it,” after, all.. When a great calamity oc- 
cure its generosity keeps pace with its sym- 
pathy, and the “fellow feeling makes us 
wondrous kind.” When the great trans- 
portation systems of the world are complet- 
ed and communities now remote from each 
other thereby become in a sense neigh- 
bore, this fraternal feeling will increase 
and human suffering will be greatly de- 
ereased. It will never be possible for man 
to avert in the slightest degree these ter- 
rible natural convulsions, for nature is in- 


pense of the government of the United 
States. Clement Griscom is a director and 
member of the Executive committee of the 
Pennsylvania railroad.

There are other campaign debts out and 
not liquidated.

SHAMS IN WOMEN’S DRESS. 

Professor Roller, President of the Society 
of Artists in London, is an earnest man who 
abhors shams in women’sdress. He wishes 
they were more sincere in their attire. He 
sees no reason for the existence of buttons 
which have no buttonholes to go in and 
hence lead a useless existence. Clasps 
which do not clasp seem to him a super- 
fluity. He is offended by sham waistcoats 
and sleeves that exist only so far as they 
can be seen. He is unable to see anything 
artistic in invisible fastenings that close 
the borders of the bodice. He prefers vis- 
ible and substantial buttons and button- 
holes or hooks and eyes. There is merit in 
this suggestion from a utilitarian point of 
view. The invisible fastenings call for the 
exercise of much patience sometimes, 

The artist, who insists that everything 
about a woman's dress shall be real, though 
it need not be earnest, does not intend to 
conduct a personal crusade against the 
shams which, in his eyes, mar the dress of 
the modern woman. He has too much wit 
for that. He knows that the man who 
crusades against the frills, furbelows, and 
superfluities of woman’s attire will have no 
more success than if he were to endeavor 
to sweep the clouds from the sky. Pro- 
fessor Roller wisely says that there can be 
no reforms until women themselves shall 
propose them. Woman alone, he says, is 
competent to plan the ideal dress of woman. 
He may have ideas on the subject, but it 
so he discreetly refrains from announcing 
them. They might provoke feminine deri- 
sion. 

The professor's objection to buttons which 
have no buttonholes to nestle in is” well 
taken. Occasionally the outer garments 
of women are afflicted with an eruption of 
buttons which are neither useful nor orna- 
mental. They are almost as large some- 
times as a small plate. They suggest the 
idea that the wearer has been hired by 
some buttonmaker to advertise his wares. 
No amount of preaching or scoffing will 
banish the superfluous buttons. When their 
number decreases it will be because fasii- 
jon wills it, not because common sense 
calle out for their banishment. 6

female reformer who shall take matters in

hand and give woman the ideal dress.“ 
There have been dress reformers but they 
have lived in vain. Women have scoffed at 
their ideas and have kept on wearing what 
their dressmakers told them they ought to 
wear. The dressmakers are supposed to 
get their inspiration from Paris, and from 
the Parisian decision as to what is stylish 
there is no appeal. The shams which Pro- 
fessor Roller takes exception to will not 
be abolished by the dressmakers. They 
have not the courage if they had the incli- 
nation. As they get more money for mak- 
ing a dress with shams.than one without 
them naturally they will not lift up their 
voices against shams. 

It is better for men, whether they are 
artists or plain utilitarians without artistic 
perceptions, to refrain from comments on the 
vagaries of women’s attire. Such com- 
ments have been unprofitable from the days 
of the Hebrew prophets, who inveighed 
against “the changeable suits of apparel 
and the mantles, and the wimples, and the 
crisping pins” of the daughters of Zion, 
down to the time of Professor Roller. 


. PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 

Early this month the prohibition law in 
Kansas reached its majority. It had been 
on the books twenty-one years, though it 
cannot be said to have been in force for that 
time. At the outset the Kansas Prohibition- 
ists were as rigid and as rabid as their breth- 
ren in Maine, but their intolerance and their 
determination to suppress individual beliefs 
gradually led toa reaction. As a deterrent 
from drinking the law was a failure at the 
outset in every district of the State where 
public sentiment was in favor of personal 
liberty in the matter, and as a political power 
it was proscriptive and bigoted, but its polit- 
ical influence largely ceased after the per- 
formances of ex-Governor St. John. 

In a recent interview Governor Stanley, 
speaking of this matter, said the future of 
prohibition in Kansas was largely a matter 
of individual opimion. The Kansas City 
Star, commenting upon the interview says: 
„This simple and sensible observation shows 
what a great way the politicians of Kansas 
have come since the establishment of pro- 
hibition in that State,” and it adds this 
severe criticism: “It is no violation of 
veracity to say that there never was an issue 
in any American community that ever 
brought to the front more shabby mediocrity 
and more odious Pharisaism than have been 
developed in Kansas by prohibition.” 

These days have passed, however, and 
Kansas, which has had to bear so many bur- 
dens of all sorts, will not in the future be 
much oppressed by prohibition. There is 
not a community of any size in the State 
which does not exercise the right of deciding 
for itself whether prohibition or license shall 
be the rule. As a political force, also, pro- 
hibition has ceased to dictate, and it is not 
strong enough to make combinations. If the 
future of prohibition in Kansas is, as Gov- 
ernor Stanley says, a matter of individual 
opinion, each community will decide for it- 
self and will not be anathematized by fanat- 
ies if it decides for license. 


THE BRITISH EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

The English Nonconformists are by no 
means favorably impressed with the edu- 
cational bill now before Parliament. They 
feel that if the bill becomes law the whole 
educational system will pass under the con- 
trol of Anglicans and Roman Catholics. One 
can hardly help feeling that they are right. 
At present the schools of England may be 
divided into two classes. First, there are 
the voluntary schools, supported by private 
fees and subscriptions, Of these schools 
11,777 are Anglican, 1,045 are Roman Cath- 
olic, 458 are Wesleyan, and 1,079 may be 
classed as miscellaneous, The total num~ 
ber of them, therefore, is 14,359. Besides 
the voluntary schools, however, there are 
the board schools, supported by public 
funds. The number of board schools is 
5,758. 

What the educational bill proposes to do 
is to throw the 14,359 voluntary schools into 
the same position with the 5,758 board 
schools so far as public support is concerned, 
but to leave them entirely untouched in 
the matter of religious instruction. The 
Anglican schools will continue to teach 
Anglican doctrines and the Roman Catholic 
schools will continue to teach Roman Cath- 
olic doctrines, and the Nonconformists will 
pay taxes in order to help them do it. Fur- 
ther, through political influence, the An- 
glicans will be able to control the board 
schools and to regulate the appointment of 
the teachers installed and the character of 
the instruction given. If this view of the 
case is the correct one—and the Noncon- 
formists seem to be sure it is—the uproar 
now being made cannot be considered a 
tempest in a teapot and cannot be held to 
deserve the Olympian scorn of the Times. 

Dr. Joseph Parker, the Rev. Hugh Price 
Hughes, the British Weekly, and the Meth- 
odist Times have said that if the bill were 
passed the Nonconformists would feel 
obliged to refuse to pay rates and to let 
the government take out executions upon 
their property. This is almost the ship 
money spirit which led to that disagreeable 
episode called the commonwealth in the 
seventeenth century. Last month a great 
conference of Nonconformists, meeting in 
London, resolved that “the conference in- 
dignantly protests against the bill because 
it compels Nonconformists to pay rates and 
taxes to schools whose teaching is repugnant 
to their conscience.” If this is true, the 
situation is serious, and the step contem- 
plated by the government may lead it into 
difficulties of a most annoying and possibly 
fatal kind. Not even Lord Salisbury’s ma- 
jority. should venture to hold a minority in 
such absolute derision. High-handedness 
is interesting but not mollifying. And in 
this case high-handedness seems to be turn- 
ing into a disregard of fundamental rights. 


THE PUBLIC HAS RIGHTS. 

It is gratifying to notice that Mr. Pratt, 
national organizer for the Street Railway 
Employés’ association, is disposed to tone 
down the fervor of his new recruits in Chi- 
cago. “In a street car strike,” he said, 
there is always a third party to be consid- 
ered, and that is the public. I have seen a 
few street car strikes and, while I am ready 
to fight when there is nothing else left, I am 
in favor of trying every other method first.” 
These are the words of a man of experience, 
A street car strike is just about the most an- 
noying kind of strike in the world. After 
people have walked down-town and back 


| home for a few days they are willing to see 


the strike end, no matter which side wins. 
A street car strike affects slightly the divi- 
dends of stockholders, and it interferes seri- 
ously with the comfort of all workers. It 
uses up much of their spare time. It imposes 
additional physical labor in the form of walk- 
ing on many men and women whose labor 
is already severe enough. It disorganizes a 
great city. It interferes with every industry. 

There have been occasions in this and in 
other cities when neither traction companies 
nor their employés have admitted that the 
public was an important factor in a street 
railroad controversy. A company saw only 
what it looked on as its rights. The striking

STANDING BULL, SOUTHERN CHEYENNE. 
Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 


HE Cheyenne Indians, to which tribe 
the noted Chief Standing Bull, the 
subject of Tun TRIBUNE’s nature 
study today, belongs, are of the great 
Algonquin stock. The Cheyennes have 


close tribal relations with the flerce Arapa- 


of the survivors of these tribes being sent 


the United States troops over them in Wy- 
oming in 1876. These Cheyennes, with 
the Sioux, broke out in 1876, and the 
massacre of two squadrons under General 
George A. Custer, in the Little Big Horn, 
resulted. They were led by Sitting Bull and 
Crazy Horse. They finally surrendered to 
Lieutenant General (then Colonel) Miles, 


Since their removal to the Indian Terri- 
tory the Southern Cheyennes have lost much 
of their activity and have become inert and 
They number about 2.000 at the pres- 
ent time, have no occupation, and spend 
their time aimlessly, resisting. all efforts to 
make themselves self-supporting. They 
draw their rations regularly and have a 
contempt for those who work. However, 
they do not mingle drunkenness with their 
lassitude; they are peaceful, as but six 
native policemen are required to keep or- 
der. They despise the Crows, who are some- 
what inclined to work, calling them cowards. 
They readily accept Christian principles, but 
do not easily grasp creed differences or dis- 
tinctions. 

Much of their time is spent in native sports, 
horseracing being the favorite pastime; they 
also have sun dances now and then, but 
the United States government is averse to 
this rite as tending to unduly excite the 
red men and lead them to take the war- 
path. 

The Cheyennes claim to have been the first 
Indians to use horses, and have a pretty 
legend as to how they came to be possessed 
of them. A pretty Cheyenne maiden hav- 
ing wandered away, the members of the 
tribe tried to find her. Being unsuccessful, 
they believed she had been drowned in a 
lake near the camp, when one day they 
were surprised to see her return, leading 
a magnificent stallion. She said she had 
married a white man, who had made her 
a gift of it. She returned to her husband 
and secured from him a mare, from which 
pair sprang the horses of the Cheyennes, 
Arapahoes, and Sioux. 

Some of the Cheyenne names are peculiar, 
among them being Old Crow, Fish, Blown 
Away, Man-Who-Sits-in-the-Corner-and- 
Keeps-His-Mouth-Shut, Bird, Hard Robe, 
Crazy Horse, Spotted Tail, and Thunder 
Cloud. | 

The Algonquin tribes may be taken as 
typical of the American Indian. They are 
fully up to the average of the best of Eu- 
ropeans muscularly and in the matter of 
physical symmetry. Of their courage there 
never has been a doubt; they are revenge- 
ful, indifferent to physical torture, and find 
their greatest happiness in inflicting bodily 
agony upon their foes. 

Indians generally are classified? as long 
heads (dolichocephalic) and short heads 
(brachycéphalic), the Algonquins belonging 
to the long heads. The eye fs horizontal, 
nose thin, and malar bones well marked; 
Ups thin; color a coppery brown; hair black 
and straight, although cases of slightly wavy 
hair are found. The hands and feet are 
small and the voice rich and strong. Their 
physical endurance is great, and their lon- 
gevity up to that of any race. 
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on the edge of a revolution that

Money is at the bottom of the present trou- 
ble, and Dom Carlos and his government 
are confronted by the question as to whether 
they should leave the foreign creditors of the 
nation unpaid and pay the troops and the 
officials of the state, or else whether they 
should continue to allow these latter to go 
unpaid in order to comply with the pressing 
demands of the foreign creditors, and to 
maintain the financial credit of Portugal 
abroad. 

In fact, the King finds himself between 
the devil and the deep sea. His obligations 
towards foreign courts and governments 
and his sense of national honor impel him 
to fulfill the pledges made to Portugal’s 
foreign creditors. For he realizes that the 
repudiation of the claims of the foreign 
bondholders is likely to lead to fore polit- 
ical complications, to lower the rank and 
prestige of his kingdom to those of the least 
reputable of the South American republics, 
and to render it difficult and even impossible 
to obtain any further loans for his govern- 
ment in foreign money markets. Yet he can- 
not meet the claims of t foreign bond- 
holders unless new taxes are enacted, the 
existing ones enforced with greater vigor, 
and troops and public officials are left unpaid. 

— 

Matters are further complicated by the at- 
tit ude of the clergy and of the aristocracy. 
The clergy, and especially the religious or- 
ders, have become bitterly antagonistic to 
the King and to the present government, 
since the government expressed its inten- 
tion of enforcing the existing laws dealing 
with the religious orders, and from which 
until now the latter have managed to secure 
exemption, especially as regards the fiscal 
obligations. 

The aristocracy, too, is ill-disposed towards 
the King, favoring the legitimist pretender, 
Dom Miguel, Duke of Braganza, who has 
won the support of the clergy and of the 
religious orders by promising to restore to 
them their former prerogatives and powers 
in the event of his becoming King of Por- 
tugal. 

Staind is bound by treaty to intervene 
in behalf of the present dynasty in the event 
of foreign invasion or internal revolution. 
But it remains to be seen whether this would 
be tolerated by the other great powers of 
Eurepe, and it is quite possible that Portu- 
gal may yet become the subject of a great 
international conflict. 

One fact remains, the King has at no time 
been popular with the aristocracy or the 
clergy, which are distinctly legitimist, favor- 
ing the cause of the Pretender Dom Miguel, 
Until now, owing to his liberalism, he has 
been able to rely upon the middle classes 
and the masses, as well as upon the troops. 
But he has lost his hold upon the loyalty of 
the latter by failing to see that they received 
their pay, and has incurred the ill-will of 
the former by preferring to impose additional 
fiscal obligations upon his subjects rather 
than offend foreign governments by repudi- 
ating the claims of the foreign bondholders. 
His position is, therefore, extremely pre- 
carious.

While there is no doubt that there is some 
foundation for the stories to the effect that 
the Grand Duchess Helen of Russia has 
recently been involved in some escapade or 
another, and that there is some truth in the 
report published in reputable Vienna and 
Berlin newspapers, without official interfer- 
ence, to the effect that she endeavored to 
make a runaway marriage, but was stopped 
at the Muscovite frontier with the com- 
panion of her flight and sent back to St. 
Petersburg, I do not believe for one moment 
that the hero in the case was, as alleged, a 
student. For Russian students are not in the 
habit of consorting with Princesses of their 
reigning house, and a young and unmarried 
Grand Duchess would have little opportunity 
of coming into contact with a young fellow 
of the rank indicated in the stories. 

It ig far more probable that the young fel- 
low was an officer or nobleman figuring at 
the court and in the society of St. Petersburg, 
and that it has been given out that he was a 
mere student in order to diminish the im- 
portance of the escapade and to attract 
less attention to his disappearance in the 
direction of Siberia.

If it had 
been made up of real $10 bills it would have 
represented several thousand dollars. Han- 
dling this stage fortune in the careless way 
possible to him who knows it is not real, the 
actor stripped off a thick layer of bills and 
tossed it over to a bookmaker, casually re- 
marking that he would bet $1,000 at 10 tol. 

This was too much for one of the boys in 
the upper gallery. Leaning far out over the 
railing he screeched down to the astonished 
actor. 

“Aw, say.“ he cried, don't be a piker. 
Bet him the hull bundle.” e 

There are a lot of superstitions connected 
with the staging of a new show. As a rule 
after the principals—the actors who have 
lines to speak—have been engaged, they are 
called to attend a meeting at which the au- 
thor, the composer, the stage manager, and 
the financial backer of the production are 
present. The whole party is seated around a 
big table and sits in solemn silence while the 
author reads his book from beginning to 
end. The manager watches the actors close- 
ly, and if he sees them smile or laugh as the 
author reads the humorous portions of his 
„ book he shakes his head doubtingly. It 
is a time-honored stage tradition that a 
„book which moves the actors to laughter 
when it is first read never makes a success. 

Then the author goes ahead to point out 
his pet parts and his pet lines and it ig an- 
other tradition that an author's pet lines are 
never even intelligible to anybody. They are 
usually “cut out after the first reading. 

Then the several parts,“ each copied on 
separate sheets of paper, are distributed to 
the various people who are to play them. 
The first thing an actor does with a new. 
when it is handed to him is to weigh or 2 
ance it in his hand. If it is heavy—in other 
words, if the part is a long and bulky one— 
the actor is perfectly happy. If it is light— 
if there are only a few sheets in the part—he 
scowls savagely and is likely to begin to talk 
about a conspiracy to ruin him. Here the 
stage manager is called upon to exercise 
much diplomacy. He must satisfy all of the 
principals if possible, pointing out that many 
short parts have made long hits and that 
long speeches are likely to prove tiresome.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


Because of the general idea in the trade 
that the Agricultural department would 
revise its figures of the acreage of winter 
wheat to conform to the census figures, the 
May report issued yesterday was more 
bullish than any one in the trade had ex- 
pected. No one looked for a reduction to 
less than 30,000,000 acres, but Statistician 
Hyde stood pat on the returns of his own 
corps of correspondents. With 4,868,000 
acres abandoned the area is reduced to 27,- 
103,000 acres, while in spile of the wiping 
out of over 15 per cent of the area seeded 
last fall the condition was reduced. over 
two points during April, from 78.7 to 76 64.

The big area, which has 
beer the chief bear argument, has been 
so sharply reduced that the present indica- 
tion is for a yield 60,000,000 bushels less 
than harvested last year. The rains which 
fell over the entire belt since the report 
was made up must have improved the con- 
dition materially but it will be another 
month before the government’s data on that 
point will be known. On its face the report 
was generally considered decidedly if not 
sensationally bullish. The saving clause 
was occasionally added that without a lar- 
ger trade it would not be possible to bull 
the market much. ef 

July wheat on the Milwaukee curb was 
when tne Agricultural department's 
condition figure was announced from Wash- 
ington and promptly sold off to 75%c, a 
lower condition having been expected. But 
on the announcement of the decrease in 
acreage there was a quick recovery and the 
market sold up to 76c, closing there at a net 
gain of Me over the official close here. The 
rather feeble response to a report generally 
considered bullish was supposed to n 
dicate that the local trade was lorg and 
there were few shorts who necied protec- 
tion, Calls sold up to 77c.
